THAN PLAIN, ORDINARY PEOPIE?) jammed the Clubrooms on April 16 to learn whether they were 
PANEL MEMBERS CAN'T AGREE ) neurotic. Participants in the panel discussion, recorded by 
NBC for viewers of the early-morning Dave Garroway show, "To- 
day", were Lucy Freeman of the New York Times, Sally Lieberman, free-lance writer, and Dr. 
Richard Hoffman, prominent psychiatrist. 

The two women members disagreed strongly with Hoffman, who took a strong affirmative on 
the subject, "Are Newspapermen More Neurotic Than Most?" Miss Freeman said there were neuro- 
tics among newsmen in the profession in the same proportion as in others, adding, "TP news- 
papermen are neurotic, they are doing more about it than ever before." 

Miss Lieberman siad that the title of the discussion "was someshat of a reflection of 
what is going on in culture today." She didn't see much change of newsmen being any more 
neurotic than those any other field. 

Declaring that he'd "treated more newsmen than any other doctor in New York", Dr. Hoffman 
said that "a newspaperman must be a neurotic to be a good newspaperman"”. He added that news- 
men, due to tensions, alarms, compulsions, strivings and lack of regular sleeping and eating 
habits, are "more prone to become victims of aberrations of normal living". He said the news- 
man drinks more than others and that he has a “hyper-stimulation which puts him in touch with 
the creative; if he hasn't it, he isn't a good newspaperman". Chairman of the meeting was 
Vice President PATRICIA LOCHRIDGE.
